WASHINGTON, Oct. 13 (AP).— 
A Senate Foreign Relations Sub- 
committee approved 7 to 1 today a 
postwar foreign policy declaration 
which would pledge the United 
States to “join with free and sov- 
ereign nations in the establish- 
ment and maintenance of interna- 
tional authority with power to pre- 
vent aggression and to preserve 
the peace of the world.” 


The resolution, voted over the 
opposition of Senator La Follette 
(Prog.), Wisconsin, goes to the 
full committee next week. Chair- 
man Connally (Dem.), Texas, pre- 
dicted the full committee would 
approve it soon and expressed the 
opinion that the Senate also would 
concur.

‘ Pledged After Victory Is Won 


HE text of a joint statement by President Roosevelt, Prime

Before the luncheon recess, four 
speakers had taken the floor, all 
of them critical in some degree of 
the committee’s report.

The report said the United Mine 
Workers. were welcome and ex- 
pressed hope for an early conclu- 
sion of negotiations, but added it 
was “impossible to recommend ac- 
ceptance of the tender of reaffili- 
ation under conditions proposed or 
submitted by the United Mine 
Workers of America.” 
The committee, reporting to the 
Federation’s national convention, 
said the council should be “guided 
by. the suggestion and direction 
that affiliated national and inter- 
national unions, having experi-

NEWS REEL SHOWS MOTHER 
HE THOUGHT DEAD IS ALIVE 


NEW YORK, Oct. 13 (AP).— 
Cosimo Massilo, 31-year-old city 
employe, obeyed a “strong im- 
pulse” and today his apprehension 
that his aged mother in Italy was 
dead had been allayed, 

On impulse Massilo entered a 
newsreel theater yesterday, just in 
time to catch a close-up of his 
mother in the ruins of bomb- 
scarred Eboli near Salerno, Italy. 
Massilo said he last saw his 
mother, Maria Adriana Massilo, 
67, in Eboli 10 years ago and had 
heard nothing from her since the 
United States entered the war. He 
said he believed she was dead after 
the Allied troops landed in Italy. 
“I just sat there and cried with 
joy,” he said.

TEXT OF BADOGLIO 
10 EISENHOWER 


Premier Says He Will Call 
in Every Political Party 
for True Expression of 
Democracy. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 13 (AP).— 
The White House announced to- 
day that Premier Marshal Pietro 
Badoglio had communicated Italy’s 
declaration of war against Ger- 
many to Gen, Dwight D. Eisenhow- 
er in the following message: 

“I take great pleasure in inform- 
ing you that His Majesty the King 
of Italy has declared war on Ger- 
many, 

“The declaration will be handed 
by our Ambassador in Madrid to 
the German Ambassador at 3 
o'clock p. m. (Greenwich time) on 
Oct. 13 (today). 

“By this act all ties with the 
dreadful past are broken and my 
Government will be proud to -be 
able to march with you on to the 
inevitable victory. 

“Will you be good enough, my 
dear General, to communicate the 
foregoing to the Anglo, American, 
Russian and other United Nations 
governments. 

“T should also be grateful to you 
if you would be kind enough to 
inform the Italian embassies in 
Ankara, in Buenos Aires and the 
legations in Bern, Stockholm, Dub- 
lin and Lisbon.” 

Proclamation to Italians. 

Immediately after Italy’s decla- 
ration of war against Germany, 
Marshal Badoglio issued the fol- 
lowing proclamation: 

“Ttalians, with the declaration 
made Sept. 8, 1943, the govern- 
‘ment headed by me, in announcing 
that the Commander-in-Chief of 
the Anglo-American forces in the 
Mediterranean had accepted the 
armistice requested by us, ordered 
the Italian troops to remain with 
their arms at rest but prepared to 
repel any act of violence directed 
at them from whatever other 
source it might come. 

“With a synchronized action, 
which clearly reversed an order 
previously given by some high au- 
thority, German troops. compelled 
some of our units to disarm, while, 
in most cases, they proceeded to 
a decisive attack against our 
troops.

WASHINGTON, Oct, 13 (AP).— 
Both labor and management diffi- 
culties contributed to delays in 
delivery of Navy planes by Brew- 
ster. Aeronautical Corporation, 
Under Secretary of the Navy 
James V. Forrestal said today. 

Testifying as the first witness 
before a House Naval Affairs sub- 
committee inquiring into Brewster 
output, Forrestal said: 

“The company’s management 
was weak. The company’s labor 
troubles have been chronic for a 
long time.”

“And the work will not be fin- 
ished until next December — 18 
months behind schedule.” 


First Fighter 10 Months Late. 

“Brewster delivered its first 
Navy fighter in June, 1943,” he 
continued. “It had been scheduled 
almost 10 months earlier.” 

After Forrestal had finished his 
statement, Representative Maas 
(Rep.), Minnesota, said workers at 
Brewster plants had engaged in 
“scandalous loafing on the job, 
openly shot craps, and slept in un- 
finished aircraft.” 

Artemus L. Gates, Assistant Sec- 
retary of Navy for Air, commented 
that he had seen such reports from 
naval inspectors “from time to

Maas bluntly declared that the 
situation at Brewster was “shock- 
ing.”

Has Some Striking Similarities 


Country Twice Did an About Face on a For- 
mer Ally—Has Suffered Heavily in Present 
Conflict.

Italy’s part in the present war 
hag been filled with defeats and 
increasing German domination, 

Theoretically an equal partner of 
the Axis at the outbreak of the 
war, it found itself at the time of 
the Allied invasion of the main- 
land reduced to German vassalage 
and the object of German scorn. 

Italy’s casualties while fighting 
at the side of Germany were con- 
siderable, although nothing like 
those suffered by Germany on the 
Russian front, and a total of- near- 
ly 1,000,000 Italian prisoners now 
are in Allied prison camps. 

The split with Germany began 
July 25 when Mussolini was ousted 
from power and placed under 
guard by the Badoglio government, 
only to be liberated by the Nazis 
who immediately set him up in 
business again as head of a puppet 
“Republican Fascist” government. 

Badoglio, who took over the Ital- 
ian premiership, negotiated the 
surrender with the Allies and 
called on Italian troops to cease 
fighting American and British 
forces but to “oppose attacks from 
any other quarter.” 

The Premier and King Vittorio 
Emanuele have been co-operating 
with Allied commanders in Allied- 
held Italian territory, to which 
they fled only a few hours after 
the announcement of the armistice. 


In declaring war on its former 
Axis partner, Germany, Italy today 
completed an about-face which in 


some respects almost duplicates 
‘the course it followed in World 
War I. 

Its stand at the side of Germany 
in the present war ended Sept. 8 
when Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower 
announced the unconditional sur- 
render of the government of 
Premier Pietro Badoglio. 

Actually the armistice was 
signed on Sept. 3 the day Allied 
troops invaded the Italian main- 
land after their 38-day conquest of 
Sicily. ' 

Italy was an Axis partner for 
three years, two months and 29 
days. Benito Mussolini's forces 
attacked a prostrate France on 
June 10, 1940, in the hope of win- 
ning some cheaply gained loot. 

Since its surrender it has given 
the Allies some help in the form 
of organized resistance to German 
occupation—ordered by the Ba- 
doglio government—and a valuable 
prize in the Italian fleet, but to- 
day’s action places it once more in 
the position of turning formally 
against a power with which it had 
been allied. 

When World War I began, Italy 
had a triple alliance with Germa- 
ny and Austria. It declared, how- 
ever, that the pact did not call for 
participation in “aggressive ac- 
tion” and declined to take up arms.

The announcement came after 
the Mayor received a letter in 
which the county commission re- 
affirmed its decision to limit the 
location of additional major air- 
ports to two sites already zoned 
for the purpose and urged the 
city to ac® quickly in determining 
where it wants to locate its sec- 
ond major landing field. 

Aldermen Jake Sellers, chairman 
of the special airport investigating 
committee of the Board of Alder- 
men, announced today he had in- 
vited th emembers of the St. Louis 
County Planning Commission to 
meet with his committee next 
Wednesday afternoon to “give its 
views on the possibilities of locat- 
ing airports in St. Louis County.” 

Review of Surveys. 

Adopting a recommendation of 
its airport committee, the county 
commission last night sent the 
letter to the Mayor, reviewing at 
length the surveys which the 
county had made of airport sites 
and stating it had received no 
proposal or suggestion from the 
city that has “indicated to us any 
mecessity for a revision of our 
master airport plan. 

The master airport plan of the 
county would permit the location 
of major landing fields only at two 
locations, the Columbia Bottoms 
site at the confluence of the Mis- 
souri and Mississippi rivers and 
the Meramec Bottoms site along 
United States Highway 66 west of 
Sylvan Beach. 

Because of technical objections 
expressed by engineers of the Civ- 
fi Aeronautics Administration in a 
recent informal conversation with 
Director of Public Utilities Milton 
M. Kinsey, the Mayor said he be- 
lieved the Columbia Bottoms site 
could no longer be considered for 
a second major airport. This, he 
added, was also the consensus af 
members of the Municipal Aiypport 
Commission, which originally se- 
lected the sit. 

This would leave the city with 
only one possible site, that at Mera- 


mec Bottoms which has other 
aeronautical disadvantages CAA 
officials have pointed out, the 


Mayor said. When asked whether 
the county commission’s refusal to 
zone additional sites for airports 
was hampering the city in its 
search for a site, he replied,” it 
doesn't help any.” 

Clarifies Country’s Position. 

The commission said its letter 
was for the purpose of clarifying 
its position on the location and 
improvement of airports. It ex- 
pressed willingness to consider any 
proposal made by the city in re- 
gard to airport locations in_ St. 
Louis County, but said that “while 
we have made many studies and 
investigations, nothing has ever 
been presented to us by the City 
of St. Louis in the way of a defi- 
nite plan or proposal.” 

This does not leave open the pos- 
sibility that the commission would 
consider permitting an airport on 
the Tesson Ferry site which some 
city officials and aeronautical en- 
gineers have recommended. 

“We have followed the various 
airport discussions reported in the 
press,” the commission said. It 
added that nothing in these indi- 
cated a need for revision of its 
airport plan. 

Few Potential Sites. 

Recommending immediate action 
fn the selection of a site, the com- 
mission said the studies that have 
been made “prove conclusively 
that the number of airport sites 
in St. Louis County is very small. 
We have no power to prevent 
their use for other purposes. The 
present use of any potential site 
may change quickly and eliminate 
it as a possible location.” 

The letter to the Mayor stated 
that the county’s major plan was 
adopted after an intensive study 
and months of consideration of all 
factors involved, “including the 
amount and distribution of future 
population, land uses and high- 
ways. It is based on protection of 
the welfare of our county as well 
on provision for aeronautical

Gasoline of Poorer Quality, 
“Not only will there probably be 
less automobile gasoline, but its 
quality will become progressively 


poorer,” OWI said. Increasing 
use of tetraethyl lead for fueling 
aircraft and military vehicles 


means “further curtailment of this 
component in civilian gasoline, 
with a consequent decline in motor 
and mileage performance.” 

An error in estimating “off-the- 
highway” use of gasoline—farm 
tractors, sawmills, etc.—contributed 
to this year’s drain on East Coast 
supplies, OWI disclosed. In the 
absence of records on such use, 
allocations were based on esti- 
mates. When coupons hegan com- 
ing back to ration boards it was 
discovered that off-the-highway 
use was four times greater than 
expected. 

Until allocations were corrected 
Oct. 1, the East was using 35,000 
barrels a day more than its alloca- 
tion, with the excess coming out 
of reserves. Over-issuance of pas- 
senger car coupons also was a fac- 


tor. 

Attitude of Boards. . 
“OPA recognizes that some 
boards have been too generous or 
too lax in the issuance of B and 
C rations and steps are being taken

Fuel Crisis Last Winter,

NEW YORK, Oct. 13 (AP).—Col. 

Bradley Dewey, national rubber di- 
rector, said last night that an all- 
synthetic passenger car tire was 
being manufactured at a rate of 
almost a niillion a month and that 
it would wear from 85 to 90 per 
cent as well as the best natural 
rubber.

John Yoneo Masuda, American- 
born Japanese, was held by Naval 
Intelligence authorities and Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation agents 
today after he was arrested yes- 
terday while taking pictures of the 
Missouri shore of the Mississippi 
River from MacArthur Bridge in 
violation of wartime security reg- 
ulations. ' 

The film in the smal] inexpen- 
sive camera Masuda was using was 
taken by F. B. I. agents and will 
be developed to determine whether 
any war plants or vital shore in- 
stallations are included in the pic- 
tures, said Gerald B. Norris, 
F. B. IL. agent in charge. 

Masuda, 20 years old, came to 
St. Louis about a month ago after 
his release from a relocation camp 
at Rivers, Ariz. Since that time 
he has been employed as a domes- 
tic at the home of Taylor E. Pat- 
ton, at 39 Fair Oaks, Ladue. At 
the time of his arrest he did not 
have a Selective Service registra- 
tion card. 

The young Japanese, who said 
he was born in California, was ar-, 
rested near the western toll house 
of the bridge after a bridge pa- 
trolman had seen him taking pic- 
tures. He insisted he was taking 
the pictures merely for his own 
pleasure. 

In addition to working at the 
Patton home, where he said he 
earned about “$20 a month,” Ma- 
suda told authorities he is a stu- 
dent at the St. Louis College of 
Pharmacy. Officials of the col- 
lege snid he was registered there 
an a first-year student.

Opposes _. Nationalization 
of Coal Mines at This 
Time as Proposed by 
Socialists.

LONDON, Oct. 13 (AP).—Telling 
the British they would be “abso- 
lute fools” to count on “an alto- 
gether unexpected collapse” of the 
enemy, Prime Minister Churchill 
declared today “the worst fight- 
ing of the war, so far as the Brit- 
ish people are concerned, lies 
ahead.” 

He told the House of Commons 


the Government would not at pres- 
ent attempt any “far-reaching 
changes of a controversial charac- 
ter” such as a Socialist proposal 
for the nationalization of coal 
mines because the controversy 
7 seriously impede the war ef- 


fo 
Enters Coal Debate. 


Serving as the leader of the 
House in Foreign Secretary An- 
thony Eden’s absence, Churchill in- 
tervened in a debate over the coal 
mines to redefine the national 
coalition under which all major 
parties co-operate in the Govern- 
ment. | 

The principle of this coalition, 
he said, is “everything for the war 
whether controversial or not and 
nothing controversial that is not 
bonafide needed for the war.” War 
needs, he added, must not be used 
as a pretext for “far-reaching so- 
cial or political changes.” 

He attempted to show that the 
nationalization of the coal mines, 
which has long been a Socialist 
aim, was not demanded by war 
needs, He said not a single factory 
had stopped for lack of coal. Coal 
stocks are higher than a year ago, 
despite falling production. Loss by 
strikes has been only “two-thirds 
of one-half of 1 per cent.” 


Churchill said a return to party 
competition after the war seemed 
“most probable,” a prospect at 
which he would not be “alarmed” 
although “he hoped for national 
unity and a continuance of the 
national government in peacetime. 


Query on Air Question, 


In an oblique reply to American 
assertions that Great Britain seeks 
to monopolize postwar civilian air 
transport, Churchill told Commons 
that “we do not wish to obstruct 
natural, normal, healthy develop- 
ment in civil aviation.” 

Responding to questions of mem- 
bers who seemed to fear that Brit- 
ish interests might suffer in avia- 
tion competition, Churchill dis- 
closed that Lord Beaverbrook, 
Lord Privy Seal, who: presided at 
an Empire air policy conference in 
London_ this week, had assumed 
responsibility for the co-ordination 
of postwar civil air policy. 

Terming the Empire conference 
“a family talk,” Churchill said 
“that will have no aim prejudicial 
to the interests of the United 
States,” and will be followed by 
discussions with Washington and 
Moscow. 

Richard K, Law, Minister of 
State, said in reply to questions 
that atrocity charges against Gen. 
Vittorio Ambrosio and Gen, Mario 
Roatta, members of the Italian 
Government of Premier Pietro Ba- 
doglio, are being investigated by 
the Allies, and that if the accusa- 
tions are well-founded “appropri- 
ate action” will be taken. 

Law said he had seen press re- 
ports that Roatta was on the 
Yugoslav Government’s list of war 
criminals but that on official com- 
munication to this effect had béen 
received by the British Govern- 
ment. 

Law explained that the refer- 
ence to King Vittorio Emanuele 
as “Emperor of Ethiopia” in the 
Badoglio decree of Sept. 23 was 
inserted by mistake by an Italian 
underling after the King and 
Badoglio had signed and counter- 
signed it. Assurance has been re- 
ceived that the King in the future 
will be referred to only as the 
“King of Italy.” 


Fined $200 for Striking Son. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill. Oct. 13 
(AP).—A maximum fine of $200 
or 400 days in jail was imposed on 
Pinckney Adams last night by Po- 
lice Magistrate William Conway 
after he admitted that he struck 
and injured his 2-year-old son, 
Earl, “because he annoyed me.” 
Adams was arrested on a& cOm- 
plaint of his wife.

Reve “nation of shopkeepers,” 


the British Information Services 


have issued a 52-page pamphlet with illustrations, under the 
title of “The First Four Years,” which reviews an epic of sacrifice, 


achievement and valor. 


Its story of the home front, mobilization of manpower, taxation, 
civilian rationing and all-out organization—may be significant of 
what is in store for the American people, if, as most authorities 
predict, the war proves to be a long one. 


The tract neglects to mention 
that the accomplishments listed 
have been in the main those of a 
mation of 46,213,169, with an area 
of 94,279 square miles as against 
a population of more than 130,000,- 
000 in the United States, and a 
surface of 2,977,128 square miles. 

“When Britain declared war on 
Germany four years ago,” an in- 
troduction relates, “she had a great 
navy but only a rudimentary army 
and a very small] air force. Her 
war industries had barely passed 
the initial planning stage. Nine 
months later she lost nearly all her 
armored equipment in France, and 
also her continental allies. 


“In contrast stood Germany—a 
whole nation which had been 
geared for war for six years. Not 
only had Germany accumulated 
vast reserves of equipment. She 
had the stimulus of swift and spec- 
tacular victories to urge her people 
on. 


“Today it is German cities that 
are being smashed to powder by 
British planes. It is the Axis 
forces that are in retreat before 
Brtiish and Allied armored equip- 
ment. Today it is the Axis armies 
that are on the defensive, and the 
British and Allied armies that are 
sped forward by the knowledge 
that victory is strely theirs.” 


Summary of Data. 


gpa is a summary of 
the pamphliet’s principle data, 
including much information which 
is popularly unfamiliar in this 
country: 

The Royal Navy has convoyed 
3,000,000 soldiers all over the world, 
and only 1348 have been lost at 
sea. More than 140,000 British 
and Allied vessels have been es- 
corted, with losses of about one 
ship out of 200. At sea, at any 
‘given moment, are 600 naval and 
2000 merchant ships from the 
United Kingdom. In three years, 
British ocean convoys totaled 125,- 
000,000 ship miles. 


Out of the fleet of 850 vessels as- 
sembled for the North African 
landing, two-thirds were British. 
In the colossal. armada of 3000 
ships used in the invasion of Sicily 
last July, a large proportion were 
British. To date, the Royal Navy 
has sunk two Axis battleships, 14 
cruisers and 98 destroyers and tor- 
pedo boats. Up to November, 1942, 
it had damaged or destroyed 570 
enemy submarines. British sub- 
marines have sunk a million tons 
of enemy shipping. In March of 
this year, the Royal Navy and 
Royal Air Force together had ac- 
counted for five million tons of 
German and Italian shipping. 

The British Navy put through 
every supply fleet sent to Russia 
by the Arctic route, but ata cost, 
due to enemy submarines and 
land-based airplanes, of two cruis- 
ers, 10 destroyers, six smaller war- 
ships and numerous. merchant 
ships. Expeditions to supply Malta 
resulted in total losses of three 
cruisers, nine destroyers, two air- 
craft carriers and many cargo ves- 
sels. 

More than a third of all sup- 
plies and transports started for 
Tunisia by the Axis were sunk by 
British submarines, including 47 
ships with a tonnage of 268,600. Up 
to April, 1942, more than three 
million tons of military supplies 
had been unloaded at Egyptian 
ports alone. Most traveled by the 
sea route of 12,000 miles around 
the Cape of Good Hope. Britain 
has completed more than 900 naval 
and merchant vessels since the 
outbreak of the war. 

During 1939-42, 16,000 lives were 
lost in the British Merchant Navy. 
The batteries on its vessels are 
manned by 33,000 gunners, who up 
to last December had brought 
down 150 enemy aircraft. 


18,000 Axis Planes Downed. 

Y July, 1942, more than 18,000 

Axis planes had been _ shot 
down in the European theater by 
R.A. F., Dominion and Allied air- 
craft or by British ack-ask fire. 
Of these the Germans lost 2225 
during two months of the Battle of 
Britain. One fighter group, pro- 
tecting Allies bombers, flew 2,000,- 
000 miles in two months of 1942, In 
defending Malta, R.A. F. fighters 
shot down 773 enemy planes. 

Aircraft of the R.A. F. Coastal 
Command have made 900 attacks 
on submarines and flown 80,000,000 
miles on convoy duty and anti- 
submarine patrol. They gave es- 
cort to more than 8200 convoys 
during the first 30 months of the 
war. 

The earliest foray of the R.A. F. 
Bomber Command against the 
Ruhr was undertaken in May, 1940, 
by a few Hampden and Whitley 
bombers. Their largest missile 
weighed 500 pounds. Today bombs 
of four tons and fleets of 1000 
planes are frequently used. Pro- 
gress is reflected by the following 
statistics of tons of bombs dropped 
on German and Italian targets 
during the June-July periods of 
successive years: 1940, 3500; 1941, 
$500; 1942, 13,500, and 1943, 31,000, 


In their famous raid on Coven- 
try, the Germans expended 225 
tons of explosive over a period of 
eight hours. The British raid on 
Hamburg, July 27-28 of this year, 
discharged 2300 tons in 45 min- 
utes, A single onslaught of this 
type used an air and ground per- 
sonnel of 100,000 men, 

Axis casualties in all African 
campaigns — Eretria, Somaliland, 
Ethiopia, Egypt, Tripoli and Tunis 
—agegregated 975,000, of whom a 
quarter of a million were Germans. 
British and Imperial forces, in- 
cluding Indian and native African, 
‘suffered 220,000 casualties in killed, 
wounded and missing. 

In the African campaigns of 
1940-41, more than 70 per cent of 
British and Imperial casualties 
were suffered by United Kingdom 
troops. Up to Nov. 10, 1942, the 
British Eighth Army recorded 13,- 
600 casualties, of which 58 per cent 
involved troops from the United 
Kingdom, 


Dunkerque Serious Blow. 
RITAIN started planning war 
production on a large scale 

after Munich. The Dunkerque 

disaster of 1940 posed problems 
until then undreamt of. In the 
emergency both large and small 
businesses were pressed into serv- 
ice. Every workshop and garage 

was set to work. Men toiled 70, 

80 and 90 hours a week. On May 

21 of that year national conscrip- 

tion of all property and labor was 

adopted. 

On April 21, 1941, all essential 
workers were “frozen” to their 
jobs. At the same time, women 
were required to register for com- 
pulsory assignment to war work. 
Last December, single women be- 
tween 20 and 30 were made liable 
to draft by the armed services. 
Today all women between 18 and 
50, who are free of domestic re- 
sponsibilities, are subject to con- 
scription for full or part time war 
tasks. 

The ratio of women in war pro- 
duction is at present as follows: 
ordnance factories, 50 per cent; 
aircraft, 40 per cent, and machine 
and metal trades, 33 per cent, 

All men between 18 and 41 are 
either in the armed forces or in 
vital war jobs. Two out of three 
Britons, from the ages of 14 to 
65, are doing fulltime war work. 
All men working less than 60 
hours a week and women less 
than 55 hours are compelled to do 
12 hours a week national service, 
including civilian defense, fire 
watching and the Home Guard. 

British plane production reached 
parity with Germany in April, 
1942. During that year output of 
heavy bombers trebled and that 
of large naval flying boats quad- 
rupled. Production of armored 
fighting vehicles was four times 
as great in July, 1942, as in Jan- 
uary, 1941. By June of last year 
Britain was turning out ammuni- 
tion for big guns at a rate of 25 
million rounds a year. The figure 
for small arms was two billion 
rounds. 

Production of civilian goods ex- 
cept those essential to the national 
existence, hag been stopped, and 
the small remainder is concentrat- 
ed in a few factories. Shops have 
long been empty of all normal 
household wares. Furniture is 
available only for newlyweds and 
those bombed out of their homes. 
Civilian service of taxis, buses and 
trains has been slashed to a mini- 
mum. There are no paper and 
string for wrapping purchased 
goods. Newspapers have been re- 
duced for the most part to four 
pages. 

The whole population is living 
on the barest essentials. Food ra- 
tioning, which began in 1939, now 
covers virtually every staple ex- 
cept bread. ranges, grapefruit 
and bananas have not been obtain- 
able sinte 1940, Distribution of 
eggs and milk is on a strict prior- 
ity basis. Every type of clothing 
and footwear has been rationed 
since 1941. Before the war, Britain 
imported 60 per cent of its food 
supplies. The figure has been re- 
duced to 30 per cent by ploughing 
up 6,000,000 new acres and by in- 
tensive cultivation with modern 
methods of agriculture, 

Taxation stands at extraordin- 
ary levels. In March, 1941, the 
basic income tax rate was set at 
50 per cent. The tax rate on ex- 
cess profits is 100 per cent. In- 
come taxes for single men start 
at $440 a year and for married 
men at $624. A married man earn- 
ing $2000 a year must pay the 
Government $505. The tax on a 
$40,000 income is $27,330. In the 
highest brackets, income and sur- 
taxes absorb 97.5 per cent of in- 
come. On a wide range of goods, 
there is a purchase tax from 16 to 
100 per cent. 

Indirect taxes add a further bur- 
den. Twenty cigarets cost 47 cents, 
of which 35 cents is tax. More 
than half the price of a pint of 
beer represents taxes.

Power Wartare 
THE JOB AHEAD

E have made big progress in 

waging the war during 1943. 

A year ago, at this time, we 
had only driblets of men engaged. 
We were in action in a minor way 
in the Pacific Southwest, where 
our island actions were sup- 
ported by naval task forces. We 
were building up antisubmarine 
strength in the Atlantic. We were 
starting to use air power from the 
British Isles. .We were preparing 
to take part in the invasion of 
northwest Africa. We had set up 
world-wide systems of sea and air 
transport to support our later de- 
ployment. 

This year we have done much 
more fighting. 

We have become a decided fac- 
tor in the Mediterranean campaign. 
We have become a decided factor 
in the air offensive in western Eu- 
rope. We are a decided factor in 
the Atlantic U-boat warfare. We 
have carried out a number of am- 
phibious island invasions in” vari- 
ous parts of the Pacific theater, 
all with success. Our Navy is in- 
creasingly aggressive, and has put 
through a series of bombardment- 
challenges as invitation to the 
Japanese fleet to come out and 
fight—so far in 1943 the Japanese 
fleet has turned a deaf ear. 

All this has made good news. It 
has caused optimism, and a certain 
satisfying sense that things are go- 
ing as they should. A good part 
of the public is convinced that both 
the Germans and the Japanese 
will fold up in short order, 


Military Weakling. 
UR sense of satisfaction is due 
to the fact that from a mili- 
tary point of view, we normally 
consider ourselves weak—and we 
are right. Never in our history 
has the United States been either 
a great military power, or a great 
naval power, or a great air power 
—great enough, that is, to be a 
dominant world influence through 
the ability to wage power warfare. 
We came closest to being a power 
at the time of the Civil War, but 
then our strength was divided 
against itself, so that our northern 
and southern armies canceled each 
other out as world factors. 


During the World War we never 


mustered military or naval strength |'fF 
comparable to that of our allies or |/; 


our enemies. We were useful sup- 
porters of Britain and France, and 
what strength we did throw into 
the scales may have turned the 
balance—but we were not even 
fully mobilized at the time of the 
armistice, and our military and 
naval establishment was dissipated 
as quickly as it had been as- 
sembled. 

We have survived as a military 
weakling, at many moments of our 
history, in a world peopled by 
military giants. This has been 
possible because as a rule those 
giants have been lined up against 
one another, and there has not 


been enough force left over tog

“Any informed student of Eu- 
rope knows that no rebuilding is 
possible which does not include 
recognition of the far greater 
place of labor in the world to 
come. Plainly this must mean re-

Pastures or Airports? 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Your nostalgic review of the memories 
of the old Nugent store and the recol- 
lections of the older generation when 
the Olympic Theater, Faust’s and the 
Southern Hotel flourished a few blocks 
south on Broadway, stirs further inter- 
est in this historic site. 

Shortly before Missouri achieved state- 
hood, a young Protestant minister came 
to St. Louis. He was Salmon Giddings, 
one of the first of his religion to estab- 
lish a church west of the Mississippi. 

The Rev. Mr. Giddings tried to find a 
site for his church in the vicinity of 
Fourth and Market streets, but the gen- 
eral adverse sentiment against his doc- 
trines prevented his acquisition of prop- 
erty in that neighborhood. Undaunted, 
Mr. Giddings obtained a lot on the 
northwest corner of Fourth and St. 
Charles streets and there built his church 
and residence contiguous to the old 8t. 
Louis Rock Road, the gateway to the 
West. 

The Rev. Mr. Giddings was an enthusi- 
astic admirer of fine saddle horses. As 
he prospered, he purchased for $400 the 
lot on the northeast corner of Broadway 
and St. Charles streets (the southern 
half of the old Nugent site) as a pasture 
for his horses. The pasture returned the 
descendants of Mr. Giddings $40,000 a 
@ year when Nugent's was in flower. 

As conditions improved, Mr. Gid- 
dings purchased another pasture, the 
southwest corner of Sixth and Pine 
streets, for $600 (the old site of the 
Globe-Democrat). An annual rent of 
$6000 a year was once paid for this sec- 
ond pasture. The Giddings tomb is in 
the old Giddings Memorial Church on 
Sarah street and Washington boulevard. 

Now, the Giddings pasture is to revert 
to its original purpose, an enclosure for 
our modern means of transportation, an 
automobile parking lot. And if adequate 
airports are not planned now for S8t. 
Louis, it and a good deal of other local 
property may return to the dust and rub- 
ble of Mr. Giddings’ first pasture. sities

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Why We Get the Azores 


A lull of several months in the Battle of the 
Atlantic may have persuaded some wishful think- 
ers that the U-boat has been permanently van- 
quished, but Secretary Knox this time has been 
realistic in warning of its comeback, and in 
more deadly form than before. 

Now, just back from a 25,000-mile tour of 
the European and Mediterranean theaters of war, 
Mr. Knox has this to say about the renewed 
activity of the undersea sharks: “It is very 
serious. Let’s not make a mistake about it. Sub- 
marine warfare will be serious to the end of 
the war.” 

So Winston Churchill’s announcement that Por- 
tugal has granted antisubmarine bases in the 
Azores to Britain, to the benefit of all the United 
Nations, comes at a highly propitious moment 
in the history of this war. 

The value of such baseg needs no further dem- 
onstration than a glance at the map of the 
Atlantic. The islands lie at the crossroads of 
the sea—1051 miles west of Lisbon, 2436 miles 
east of New York, 1305 miles from Gibraltar, 
1495 miles from Newfoundland, 1643 miles from 
England. They command an 800-mile gap in 
the North Atlantic route which, because of the 
islands’ previous neutral status, has been a dan- 
ger spot for convoys. They ‘will provide a new 
ferry route for the winter months; previously, 
when icy storms made the Newfoundland-to- 
England run dangerous, a much longer route, 
via Brazil and West Africa, has been in use. 

These gains accrue to the Allies under the 
terms. of the world’s oldest treaty, made between 
Britain and Portugal in 1373. However, despite 
Mr. Churchill’s tactful tributes to the Portuguese 
and this long-standing pact, it is plain that the 
turning of the war’s tide toward the Allies 
also had a great deal to do with the decision 
of Dr. Salazar, Portugal’s dictator. 

If the treaty alone had been involved, this 
grant of Azores bases would surely have been 
made two or more years ago, when the British 
desperately needed whatever help they could 
get. Probably they asked for these bases at 
the time, for Churchill refers to Foreign Secre- 
tary Eden’s “skill and patience” in conducting 
the negotiations. In those days, however, the 
Portuguese stood stiffly on their neutrality, and 
gave every sign of waiting to see how the war 
would turn out. 

The episode of Timor is a case at point. When 
British and Dutch forces occupied the Portuguese 
half of this East Indian island, on Dec, 17, 1941, 
in order to forestall the Japs, Lisbon protested 
vigorously that Timor had been “invaded.” It 
accepted London’s explanation grudgingly, and 
the controversy ended only when the Japs took 
the island. 

Another teapot tempest was brewed when Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, in his address of May 27, 1941, 
pointed out that the Azores were within reach of 
Nazi aggression, and that the United States 
would “actively resist” Hitler’s seizure of any 
territory so strategically situated. Portugal pro- 
tested that such a statement did not respect its 
sovereignty over the Azores, moved in troops to 
“defend” the islands and was mollified only by 
Secretary Hull’s assurance that this country har- 
bored no aggressive intentions. 

If the Portuguese concession does not spring 
entirely from loyalty to an ancient ally, it is 
nevertheless a valuable gain for the United Na- 
Aions’ cause, It is welcome, too, in its formal 
notice to the Axis powers that at least one neu- 
tral no longer gives them a chance to win. Is 
Dictator Franco of Spain Hstening?

‘An F for the School Board 


For its approval last night of the long-dis- 
cussed reclassification plan for non-instructional 
employes, the Board of Education is entitled to 
a grade of G (for Good) or M (for Medium), 
The board might have rated an E (for Excellent) 
on this, but it worked over, modified and amended 
the plan to such an extent that little of it re- 
mains except the general principle. It’s a fine 
principle, though, so a grade of G for the board 
would be fair. 

On another subject on last night’s schedule, 
however, the board majority should get a big 
black F (meaning Failure). That demerit was 
earned on the decision to hold secret committee 
sessions hereafter. By their vote, at a secret 
session, to close the doors to newspaper reporters, 
the supporters of this move were striking at the 
press, but they really hit the public, of which the 
press is a representative. 

In the School Board scandals of four years ago, 
the public learned the unsavory results of secret 
committee sessions and backstage operations. It 
wants no more opportunity given for such under- 
cover connivance. If the Missouri Constitutional 
Convention can admit the press to its committee 
sessions, then surely the School Board can do the 
same. Any decent respect for public opinion 
dictates that an official body keep its operations 
out in the open, where they can be viewed and 
checked on: by the people. What has the School 
Board got to hide, anyway? 

That big black F will stand on the board's 
record until last night’s resolution is repealed.

A Little Lecture on Democracy 

The American Federation of Labor had cause 
to’ blush in the straight-to-the-point lecture on 
democracy, delivered by a Negro delegate on the 
convention floor at Boston. He didn’t see how 
the Federation could square noble professions 
of commonalty with the practice, followed by 
some trade unions, of setting up auxiliaries based 
on race, 

But there was no hint of a blush in the hol- 
low noise made by the Resolutions Committee, 
which “deplored’ discrimination” and then went 
on with grandiose emptiness to talk about “edu- 
cational efforts” to secure the democratic way 
of life in some happy, and apparently distant, 
future. 

So much for a Negro’s demands for democracy 
within a great labor movement. From another, 
and wholly disconnected, source come some opin- 
ions very much along the lines of the AFL com- 
mittee. They are the opinions of Mrs. Franklin 
D. Roosevelt, contained in an article written by 
her for the October issue of Negro Digest. 

Mrs. Roosevelt says that if she were a Negro 
today she “wouldn’t do too much demanding” but 
would “take every chance to prove my quality 
and ability” in the assurance of ultimate recog- 
nition of “good performance.” She agrees that 
she’d have her moments of bitterness, but adds: 
“I think I would realize that if my ancestors 


had never left Africa, we would be worse off as 
‘natives’ today under the rule of any other coun- 
try than I am in this country where my people 
were brought up as slaves.” 

So much for Mrs. Roosevelt, who, as a cham- 
pion of racial minorities, undoubtedly was seek- 
ing to give calm and philosophic counsel, As 
for the American Federation of Labor, it could 
not go wrong by taking to heart that little lec- 
ture at Boston. 


The Spark Is Waning 


Disquiet—even a surge of alarm—within the. 


Third Reich does not blunt a Nazi weapon, take 
the bite from Nazi fidk, make a Nazi mine a 
dud or force a vicious Messerschmitt to hold 
its fire. A‘war machine of German caliber ticks 
on inexorably, like an electric clock, well preserved, 
powered by a steady charge, until its current is 
shut off. Warning from Dr. Goebbels that behead- 
ing is the penalty for defeatism, rumors of panic in 
the bomb-crumpled cities, fighter plane losses that 
outrace production—these are weaknesses in the 
giant structure, Collapse will not come until the 
spark is gone. 

That the spark itself is fluttering is hinted at 
in various reports from the leaders’ conference 
in Berlin. Himmler, czar of interior security, 
political artist in terror and intimidation, and 
Goering—more Prussian than any Nazi—seem to 
be at odds, Party is first with Himmler, who 
has developed an SS air force outside the sphere 


of the Reichsmarshal’s punished Luftwaffe. . 


Army is first with Goering, who has always 
championed German military and industrial 
might and interests at the expense of the people 
and the nation. Such a schism has tumbled larger 
empires, even without encirclement and pressure 
against their frontiers. 

These internal troubles are the things military 
expert Max Werner watches, counting on invasion 
from the British Isles, when he predicts German 
defeat within three months. He further believes 
that the Wehrmacht will collapse on Russian, not 
on German, soil. 

Such signs are hopeful only to the extent that 
Allied war machines are kept in high gear, at 
home and on the battlegrounds, and Allied leaders 
are prepared for the political maneuvering that 
will come with the collapse of Germany. Every 
inner effort will be made to keep the German 
Army and German industry intact and in the 
postwar hands of those who would mask with 
humbleness their plans for further conquest 20 
years from now. The political warfare we have 


_ not yet conducted must be planned and set in 


motion, ready to function through the peace. 
That is the major task—moral reconstruction of 
Germany—before the men who meet in Moscow. 
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Bright and Fair Again 


If it comes right down to it, all things consid- 
ered, maybe we didn’t really care if the folks 
out in Wikieup, Ariz., were facing a spell of 
weather drier than jerked buffalo or if the citi- 
zens of Walla Walla, Wash., were about to have 
a real gully-washing, fence-lifting rain. And 
the wartime censorship didn’t wipe out the 
weather as a standby conversation piece; in fact, 
it gave weather talk a sort of dashing and boot- 
leg flavor. 

But it was the principle of the thing. We 
almost thought that the right of a meteorologist 
to be wrong in detail was a sort of fifth freedom, 
And if we felt as though we were going to be 
under the weather for a day or two, we wanted 
to know exactly what kind, 

So now that the director of censorship says 
that the war is looking up and the weather 
wraps are off, we feel a little sunnier about the 
whole thing. We're glad to know, if it makes 
any difference, that we can get forecasts four 
or five days in advance. But we wonder, on the 
basis of long-range predictions as we knew them, 
whether this isn’t just a trick to fool the Jap. 
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American Bombers Over Poland 


Aviation is moving fast and far in these times 
of plane-filled skies over Europe—so fast, in- 
deed, that its progress is likely to be overlooked 
in the pelimell of action overhead, Fresh and 
imagination-kindling evidence of the capabilities 
of modern aircraft was given in last Saturday's 
raid by American bombers into Poland. 

In that raid, deepest penetration of Nazi terri- 
tory by our heavy bombers, Flying Fortresses 
and Liberators, each carrying a crew of 10, flew 
nearly 900 miles from bases in Britain to the 
former Free City of Danzig and the nearby port 
of Gdynia, once a part of Poland. Heavily laden 
with bombs and gasoline, they flew a distance 
about equal to that between here and New York, 
most of the way over Germany, and back again. 

Had Britain had such planes four years ago, 
in September, 1939, when a million Nazi troops 
stormed into Poland, with the way prepared by 
the conveniently near Luftwaffe, the whole course 
of the war might have been changed. But Brit- 
ain did not have those planes. All she could do 
was to talk about fulfilling her obligations 
to Poland. The Luftwaffe knocked out Poland's 
air force before it could get off the ground, 
Poland’s defenses collapsed like a punctured toy 
balloon and the Nazis were free to turn back 
and deal with France at their leisure, 
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No Time To Lose 


The aldermanic committee on postwar planning 
recommended yesterday that the Municipal Air- 
port Commission make a survey of airport facil- 
ities needed in the future. The committee wants 
a study made of tomorrow's traffic problems, the 
type of craft St. Louis fields will be expected to 
handle, the volume, the facilities—such as ware- 
houses—that will be necessary. 

Such a study, as a matter of fact, should be 
continuous. Plans for the development of a sec- 
ond, and then a third airport, cannot wait on 
research work. Rather, research should be the 
ever-open laboratory to which plans are con- 
stantly referred. Some experts expect, for ex- 
ample, a commercial air fleet of as many as 
50,000 freight, mail and transport craft traveling 
foreign and domestic routes—and that within five 
to 10 years after the war. Compared with a 
1941 civil fleet of 350 machines, the tremendous 
figure of 50,000 explains why every delay in start- 
ing the second airport is racing snails against 
rockets.

Proposal to adopt cabinet system in Missouri raises issue of strong 
government vs, present free-for-all method, Kansas City paper 
says; Governor now is often helpless because of divided power; 
politicians will object, but the need for this basic reform is clear.

Now the Constitutional Convention is get- 
ting down to fundamentals. The pro- 
posal for a cabinet system with the Gov- 
ernor the real head of Missouri Govern- 
ment is the starting point for the whole fu- 
ture course of the convention. What the 
convention does about this one issue will 
determine the pattern for the revised Con- 
stitution it will finally offer the voters. 


The issue is strong, centralized adminis- 
trative authority vs. the free-for-all in gov- 
ernment we have had for many years. It 
is the principle of the Federal Constitution 
vs. the breakdown that came to Missouri 
government with Jacksonian democracy. 


If the convention and the voters adopt 
the strong administrative plan, such pro- 
posals as Gov. Donnell’s tax consolidation 
bills (whacked down in the last Legisla- 
ture) will follow as a matter of course. 
Missouri will have the pattern. It will have 
a very different type of State Government. 


A Blow to the Politicians. 


We can expect to hear the professional 
politicians scream, Their careers are built 
on political jobs, and the present State Gov- 
ernment is set up to produce jobs. All 
the elective State officials are in the busi- 
ness of building up their own political ma- 
chines. ° Even the State Superintendent of 
Schools operates under the job-producing 
spoils system. 

Each official goes to the Legislature in- 
dependently to get as large an appropria- 
tion as ht can wangle. Nobody knows what 
any official should spend because nobody is 
responsible for over-all State administra- 
tion. The Governor is supposed to have 


a 


some such authority, but it is a joke. In re- 
cent years, we have even seen a Governor 
going for his legal opinions to an Attorney 
General who had ruled that he wasn’t en- 
titled to his office (gubernatorial contest). 
The example of a dozen or more separate 
departments collecting taxes is just one 
highlight of confusion.

President Has the Power. 


Of course, confusion is not Americanism.

What kind of United States Government 
would we have if all the Cabinet members 
were elected in a nation-wide scramble? 
What kind of government would Kansas 
City have if each little department head 
were elected by the people and set up on 
his own ‘pedestal? Large or small, there 
is no getting around the requirements of 
good administration. No government and 
no business can be well run unless some- 
bedy is in charge of administration. 


In its details, the proposal submitted by 
Stratford Lee Morton will be open to a wide 
variety of opinions. But the main purpose 
strikes deep, On that issue we can expect 
the convention to take form, with the dele- 
gates lining up according to where they 
stand on fundamentals, 


News Know-How on the Radio 


From Broadcasting, Weekly News Magazine of Radio, 


Controversy rages over the handling 
of news by radio. Paul W. White, CBS 
director of news broadcasts, blew the lid 
off last month with his announcement 


that CBS henceforth would not permit ex- 


pression of editorial opinion by its analysts. 

In the free-for-all] Cecil Brown, one of 
the network’s ablest (and most provocative) 
newsmen, resigned. Irrespective of network 
ties, the Winchells and the Kaltenborns 
pitched in. Newspapers have taken up the 
issue. Representative Kennedy (Dem.) of 
New York, has introduced a constitutional 
amendment to prohibit government or in- 
dustry from ‘abridging “freedom of speech 
by radio or wire communication.” 

A little background helps. CBS pioneered 
news-gathering for radio. Mr. White him- 
self built up the first sizable network news 
staff. The CBS formula has worked well. 
The Kaltenborns, Shirers, the Murrows and 
Davises all got their radio starts on CBS. 


Now the same network, in assuming the 
leadership in banning opinion, appears to 
have provoked a tempest where there was 
no reason for one. The handling of con- 
troversy is in itself controversial. The han- 
dling of news is something élse again. It’s 
simply a matter of labeling, and CBS on 
that score has no reason to apologize. 

The St. Louis Post-Dispatch, which owns 
KSD, in an editorial of Sept. 24 analyzed 
the issue in a helpful way. Newspapers, it 
points out, keep their news columns objec- 
tive, unopinionated. The newspaper’s opin- 
ion is reserved for the editorial page, so 


the reader can distinguish between what I!s 
a matter of fact and what is a matter of 
interpretation. Then there is analytical 
opinion in news accounts, through the me- 
dium of signed articles. 

“The public needs all three of these serv- 
ices; pure news and pure opinion, and run- 
ning analysis of the news as it is being 
reported,” says the Post-Dispatch. “Radio 
should have a place for all three services 
and should keep them sharply distinguish- 
able.” 

The issue, says this newspaper, is oeon- 
fusion as to the types of service, so the 
listener cannot accurately tell where fact 
stops and opinion begins. Of course, the 
Post-Dispatch adds, there is no place on 
the air or anywhere else “for prostitution 
of opinion or of fact, which is the evil 
complained of.” 

There lies the solution. News must be 
so labeled, clearly and plainly. Analysis and 
comment should be “slugged” as such, and 
by-lined. Those who tamper with or dis- 


_tort facts should be fired. 


It is important to remember that radio 
is a news medium. It publishes by means 


‘of the electrical printing press—the micro- 


phone. As a medium more intimate and 
more sensitive than the printed page, it 
must sharply delineate and define its serv- 
ices. The intelligence and the know-how of 
radio, evidenced in its two decades of 
meteoric growth, are available. The issue, 
now that it has been provoked, must be met 
head-on, not avoided. 
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China Has Made Great Strides

If Sun Yat-sen, the George Washington 
of China, could return to the provinces 
of his native land that are still free from 
Japanese domination, he would have rea- 
son to be proud. What he so earnestly ad- 
vocated in his lifetime to make China a 
modern nation is actually being undertaken 
under the stress of a devastating war. 

The development is modest in size when 
compared with Dr. Sun’s vast schemes— 
100,000 miles of railroads, 500,000 miles of 
highways, huge flood-prevention dams, 
heavy industries, great new harbors, cities 
and such—but it is taking place. More- 
over, the development is in the far and 
unpromising West. 


The transition of Free China from an 
eighteenth-century semi-feudal country to 
a modern state is the new deal of which 
Mr. Freyn writes. In the provinces cap- 
tured by Japan, purposeful retrogression 
has been engineered by the enemy until the 
once most progressive areAs are now the 
most backward. The formerly most back-

advanced, 

Paradoxically, t sent war, devastat- 
ing as it has been, is| for the free areas 
of China essentially pro ive. Much that 
has been destroyed was corrupt, decayed 
and unfit to endure. The bombing of cities, 
for example, has forced a building program 
that is emphasizing wide streets full of light 
and air, houses of pleasing design and ap- 
pearance. A new pattern has been created. 
There will be no relapse into the dismal 
and dirty, albeit now and then picturesque, 
dwellings of the past. 

Much of the old sloth, filth, laziness and 
indifference is being thrown overboard as 
well. A knowledge of modern health habits 
is gradually spreading even into the dirty, 
sleepy villages. People are being taught 
new political values and new values 
of themselves. The reforms which have 
taken place during the present war, speeded 
by dire necessity, would have required dec- 
ades in peacetime, the author believes.

The industrialization of the hinterland has 
promise of permanence. True, the coastal 
areas and the cities along the Yangtze 
River de have many obvious advantages 
such as transportation, but, strategically, 
the provinces of Szechwan, Sikang, Kwei- 
chow, Yunnan and Kansu are China's safest 
areas and may be expected to serve as bases 
for heavy industries. 

The united front against Japan should 
not break down after the war is won, to 
let a new period of civil war emerge. Pub- 
lic opinion in China is today resolutely op- 
posed to any form of armed internal strife; 
moreover, there is a lack of fundamental 
difference in the economic organization of 
the Communist and of the Kuomintang- 
controlled parts of China.

g HIS occurs to me in reading 
the declaration of principles 
for a just peace, set forth by 144 
prominent leaders of the Protes- 
tant, Catholic, and Jewish faiths. 

The fact alone of such a declara- 
tion, in which seven points are 
subscribed to by all, without mi- 
nority reports, is remarkable. 

There have been times, when the 
- Jewish faith, as a religion, was 
persecuted with sword and fire by 
the Christian Church. 

There was a time, during.the 30 
Years’ War, when Protestants and 
Catholics reduced Europe to a 
wilderness in a quarrel over creed. 

And in 2000 years of history, 
there was no time when the lead- 
ers of the three great religions of 
western civilization could come 
out on the platform of a common 
ethos for a reform of the world. 

The creator of this great phe- 
nomenon is Hitler. By his repudi- 
ation of all religious values; by 
his persecution of both Christians 
and Jews; by his attempt to cre- 
ate a pagan creed of force, he has 
mobilized and revitalized the reli- 
gious instinct and the moral val- 
ues. He has challenged all faiths, 
to prove whether they be utterly 
moribund, or have, any function 
in a world of pure force. 

He has done more. By the cre- 
ation of a pseudo church, a secu- 
lar Germanic religion, he has com- 
pelled even the Russians to take 
account of the religious instinct. 

As Frederick Voigt, in his pene- 
trating book, “Unto Caesar,” 
pointed out, the Soviets, though 
they persecuted the church, never 
attempted to pervert it. They 
never put the hammer and sickle 
above the altar, as Hitler put the 
swastika above the cross, nor did 
they attempt to use the church 
for their own anti-religious pur- 
poses, as Hitler did. 

When Hitler went intd Russia, 
he carried with him quantities of 
rich altar cloths and ‘churchly 
vestments, with the cynical inten- 
tion of buying the Russian ortho- 
dox clergy for his purposes. But 
the Russian church and people, 
deeply distressed as both have 


been by the suppression of reli- 
gion, had the purity to know that 
what they were being offered was 
a treasonable conspiracy disguised 
in Christian vestments, and they 
repudiated it. 

Because of that loyalty, to both 
their country and their on, 
the church has been resto in

BSOLUTELY essential to the 
creation of a real peace, which 
must mean a peace which re- 
solves differences, instead of hard- 
ening and perpetuating them, are 
principles acceptable to large 
bodies of men in all countries, in- 
cluding those of our enemies. The 
pacification of the world, after the 
war, is a missionary task. States- 
manship can be used as its instru- 
ment. But the spirit cannot be 
created out of nationalism and na- 
tional interests, for nationalism, 
raised to the point where it has 
usurped all values and laid hold 
on the throne of God, is the basic 
cause of this war. 

Therefore it is essential that a 
voice come out of the darkness to 
speak for the human race, and for 
principles untainted by national in- 
terests.

HEAD OF OLD LEAGUE 
ERE, URGES NEW ONE 


Dr. Hambro Says Nations’ 


Group Should Adopt 
Majority Rule. 


The world organization that will 
be chosen at the close of the war 
to establish the peace must avoid 
the mistakes of the League of Na- 


tions by guarding against indeci- 
sion and irresponsibility in dele- 
gates, Dr. Carl J. Hambro, former 


president of the League of Nations 
and the Norwegian Parliament, 
said last night. 3 

Speaking at-the first meeting of 
the forty-fourth annual lecture se- 
ries of the Washington University 
Association at Soldan High School, 
Dr. Hambro expressed the hope 
that the League would be revived 
after this war so that the experi- 
ence gained during its existence 
would not be entirely lost. 

He blamed the failure of the 
League to accomplish world-wide 
improvements on the fact that 
the vote of a single member nation 
could kill any measure, regardless 
of the support it had from the 
other nations. 

The new world organization, he 

said, should not make the mistake 
of required unanimity, but should 
follow the rule of majority opin- 
ion. He cited an incident in which 
the League delegate from the 
Grand Duchy of Luxembourg, 
which has a very small population 
in comparison to that of the Unit- 
ed States, defeated a measure that 
had the support of Great Britain, 
Russia and the United States. 
Peace at the close of the war 
can be further consolidated, he 
said, by forgetting racial, national 
and personal prejudices. 
Successes the League of Nations 
did make following the World War 
were of minor consequence when 
compared with the improvements 
that could have been accomplished, 
he said. The League did establish 
regulations for international con- 
trol of dangerous drugs, public 
health and the control of world- 
wide white slavery, measures, he 
added, that received little recogni- 
tion at the time, but which are 
now being appreciated. 

Dr. Hambro returned to the 
United States about a month ago 


from England where he spent the 


summer studying the war and dis- 
cussing with international authori- 
ties methods of bringing about a 


permanent peace.

40TH ANNIVERSARY 
OF ARCHBISHOP 
JOHN J. GLENNON 


Not Celebrating His Acces- 
sion; Says It Is Just 
Another Day. 


Today is the fortieth anniversary 
of the accession of Archbishop 
John J. Glennon to the See of St. 
Louis, to which he succeeded on 
the death of Archbishop John J. 
Kain Oct. 13, 1903. 

The Archbishop said to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that he was not 
celebrating the anniversary, and 
had seen no evidence that others 
were doing so. 

“I shall just call it another day,” 
he said, “and thank God that He 
has given me so many days.” The 
Archbishop's eighty-first birthday 
was June 4. 

At the time when he assumed 
his office, the adjective “youthful” 
was commonly used in describing 
his appearance. He had then 
lived in St, Louis less than half 
a year, having been sent here 
April 27, 1903, as Bishop Coadjutor 
with the right of succession.

POSTWAR LACK OF OBS 


NRPB Member Urges Public 
Works, Greater Social Se- 
curity, Rapid Conversion. 


An adequate public works pro- 
gram, legislation providing greater 
old age and unemployment insur- 
ance benefits, and a rapid conver- 
sion of industry to peacetime pro- 
duction, will eliminate unemploy- 
ment in the postwar period, Fioyd 
W. Reeves of the National Re 
sources Planning Board, told more 
than 300 deiegates today at a con- 
ference of the Civil Service Assem- 
bly of the United States and Can- 


ada at Hotel Statler. 

Reeves, professor of public ad- 

ministration at the University of 
Chicago and chairman of the Con- 
ference on Postwar Readjustment 
of Civilian and Military Personnel 
of the board, addressed the Fed- 
eral, state and municipal personnel 
administrators at a luncheon meet- 
ing at their thirty-fifth annual 
conference, which opened yester- 
ay. 
“Our success in achieving full 
employment must depend in a 
large measure,” he said, “upon the 
rapid conversion of war industries 
to peacetime production of con- 
sumers’ goods. The main reliance 
must be upon private industry.” 

Public works projects, interrupt- 
ed by war, and new Federal, state 
and civic improvements can pro- 
vide employment for those indus- 
try cannot use, he added. 

Social security legislation should 
be adopted to assure returning war 
veterans and workers now holding 
war jobs an income until they can 
find employment, Reeves contin- 
ued. If old age benefits are in- 
creased, many aged persons would 
be encouraged to retire, increas- 
ing the number of available posi- 
tions. 

Reeves also advocated Federal 
aid to students, forced to abandon 
their education by the war, to con- 
tinue their education. 

J. H. Weiss of Washington, Chief 
of Field Operations, United States 
Civil Service Commission, outlined 
the employment stabilization pro- 
gram of the War Manpower Com- 
mission, and explained the pur- 
poses and objectives of the pro- 
gram. Weiss, a native of St. Louis, 
formerly was assistant director of 
the Ninth Civil Service region of- 
fices here.

Campaign in Congress Backed by E. L. Wil- 


liams, $120,000 Head of Executives’ Associa- 
tion—How Business Man Got Rate Cut.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 13—In a 
letter to Government officials, a 
Southern business man has 
charged that after being “victim- 
ized and robbed” for years by a 
fire insurance company through 
high insurance rates, he was sud- 
denly given a 75 per cent rate re- 
duction when the company learned 
he had opened his books to the 
Department of Justice, the 
Post-Dispatch was informed today. 

The letter is considered highly 
significant, as it may indicate that 
the same type of rate reductions 
are being given to other clients of 
fire insurance companies in an ef- 
fort to swing them into line with 
the vast, well-integrated insurance 
campaign to lobby through Con- 
gress pending legislation that 
would exempt the insurance busi- 
ness from the antitrust laws. 


“For a long time,” the business 
man said, in his letter, “I tried to 
get a reduction in rates, but until 
the insurance companies were at- 
tacked under the Sherman Act, 
I could get no -relief, 

“When I informed an agent that 
my files were open to the United 
States Department of Justice, I 
was very soon able to get action 
by reduction of approximately 75 
per cent. Seventy-five per cent is 
not a mistake—I mean three- 
fourths. I am a believer in State’s 
rights, but these bills in Congress 
have nothing in them to force the 
abolition of regional rating bu- 
reaus, and they make the acts of 
such bureaus subject to the state.” 


Three Bills Pending. 


The bills referred to are Senate 
Bill 1362,” introduced Sept. 21 joint- 
ly by Chairman Frederick Van 
Nuys (Dem), Indiana, of the influ- 
ential Senate Judiciary Committee 
and Josiah Bailey (Dem.), North 
Carolina, of the Commerce Com- 
mittee; and House Bills 3269 and 
3270, introduced Sept. 20 by Repre- 
sentative Francis E. Walters* 
(Dem.), Pennsylvania, and Clar- 
ence E. Hancock (Rep.), New 
York, respectively, both members 
of the House Judiciary Committee, 
where their bills are pending. 

The Senate and House Judiciary 
Committees are expected to start 
open hearings on the measures 
within a few weeks. The three bills 
are identical in language, assert- 
ing that the insurance business is 
now regulated by the states, that 
it is not “the intent or desire” of 
Congress to invade the rights of 
the States, and that to safeguard 
such rights, the Sherman and Clay- 
ton antitrust acts shall not be con- 
strued to apply to the insurance 
business.” 

While the terms of the bills are 
so broad that they cover all types 
of insurance companies, the meas- 
ures are being supported primarily 
by the stock fire insurance firms. 
In August, 1942, the Department of 
Justice announced a nationwide 
criminal investigation of the fire 
_ insurance business, followed by in- 
dictment of 198 companies and 27 
individuals in the District Court of 
Atlanta, Ga. 

Last month, a Federal Judge in 
Atlanta held that the Federal 
antitrust acts did not apply to in- 
surance and dismissed the indict- 
ments. The Justice Department 
promptly appealed to the United 
States Supreme Court. Should 
Congress pass the pending insur- 
ance legislation, and it is signed by 
the President, it would take the 
case out of the hands of the Su- 
preme Court and free the insur- 
ance business from the antitrust 
acts. 

The coming congressional hear- 
ings are virtually certain to touch 
off one of the bitterest legislative 
fights on Capitol Hill this season. 
Certain congressional leaders are 
busy behind the scenes marshaling 
votes for the bills; individual mem- 
bers are receiving a deluge of 
pamphlets, resolutions and person- 
al letters from insurance organiza- 
tions and agents throughout the 
nation urging that “states’ rights” 
be protected by passage of the 
pending measures. 

Opponents of the bills are equal- 
lv aroused. They brand the states’ 
rights argument as camouflage to 
protect the high fire insurance 
rates and rate-fixing by the large 
companies. They assert that the 
companies have been charging the 
public a billion dollars a year in 
premiums for 40 million dollars in 
annual fire losses, and point out 
that the companies are operating 
without any rate regulation in 25 
states and with only partial regu- 
lation in nine others. 

Charge Competition Eliminated. 

They declare further that in vir- 
tually all states the firms have 
eliminated competition among 
themselves by rate agreements, 
with a militant boycott against any 
company that refuses to join the 
controlling group. This has led to 
un-American-like monopoly, they 
charge, with five large firms gross- 
ing a third of the total fire insur- 
ance business. State regulatory 
bodies, they say, are powerless to 
deal effectively with the powerful 
insurance interests. 

Spearheading the well-planned 
campaign to push the  0Obills 
through Congress is Edward lL. 
Williams, suave, handsome presi- 
dent of the Insurance Executives’ 
Association who formerly was 
counsel for the insurance firms. 
as a member of the Wall Street 
legal firm of Wright, Gordon, 
Zachary, Parlin and Cahill. 

Williams, whose salary as head 
of the association is approximately 
$120,000 a year, is now dividing his 
time between New York and the 


} 


Capital, keeping in close touch 
with the legislative battle on the 
Hill. 

Williams told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that he is, of course, 


doing everything possible to get 
the bills passed. But he ..de- 
nounced as utterly false the unsub- 
stantiated rumors that the insur- 
ance interests are raising a large 
sum to lobby the measures 
through. 


When public hearings on the bills 
are opened, he said, the books of 
the insurance interests will be 
opened to show exactly how much 
has been spent for publicity, legal 
fees and other expenses in con- 
nection with the court fight and 
the move to secure adoption of 
the bills. The itemization, he said, 
would cover payments to the na- 
tionally-known publicity firm of 
Ivy Lee and T. J. Ross, which has 
been mailing out letters explaining 
the companies’ stand on the bills. 


The whole tempestuous fight is 
of particular interest to Missouri- 
ans, because it has stemmed from 
the Missouri fire insurance rate 
disclosures of 19385. That scandal 
sent Boss T. Pendergast of Kansas 
City to prison along with Insur- 
ance Superintendent R. Emmet 
O’Malley for evading Federal in- 
come taxes on a $477,000 bribe they 
received from insurance compa- 
nies for a rate settlement favorable 
to the companies. 


Excess rates in the case were 
impounded and amounted ultimate- 
ly to 10 million dollars, of which 
the companies got 80 per cent and 
the public 20 per cent in the final 
settlement. Attorney General Roy 
McKittrick, in May, 1939, filed an 
ouster suit in the Missouri Su- 
preme Court against 134 State fire 
insurance firms, amending the suit 
later to a charge of violating the 
State’s antitrust statutes. Unable 
to get far in this suit, he appealed 
to the Department of Justice, 
which made a nation-wide study of 
fire insurance companies, resulting 
in the prosecution of companies 
doing business in the southeastern 
states.

15 DRUGS REPORTED 
PRODUCED IN SAME 
WAY AS PENICILLIN 


NEW YORK, Oct. 13.—The dis- 
covery of 15 drugs produced by 
micro-organisms, the same as 
green mold produces penicillin, 
was described to the American 
Public Health Association yester- 
day. 

All 15 are made by molds, fungi 
or germs found in dust, soii, water 
and air. All 15 attack disease 
germs in the same peculiar man- 
ner as penicillin, never killing 
them, but preventing their: repro- 
duction, really a species of bacteria 
birth control. 

None yet found promises to be 
as good as penicillin, although a 
few are more spectacular. The 
significance of the report is the 
fact that it is the beginning of a 
new chapter in medicine in which 
soil, water and air become the 
sources for remedies never be- 
fore available. The report was made 


by Dr. Selman A. Waksman, of the 


New Jersey Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station, New Brunswick. 

One of the discoveries is a new 
chemical, an enzyme, produced by 
the penicillin mold itself; and 
known by three names, as peni- 
cillin B, penatin and notatin. 

In test tubes this new enzyme 
is far more potent than penicillin, 
stopping germ growth when used 
in from two to ten parts per mil- 
lion of the solution in which germs 
are growing. The new substance, 
however, is not promising for hu- 
man beings. It is destroyed in the 
living body by one of the com- 
man tissue chemicals known as 
catalase.

There is McCarthy’s own for- 
mula for victory.

McCarthy’s whole life is de 
voted to winning and nothing less 
than victory satisfies him. He will 
not have a player on his club 
who does not feel the same way. 
‘He Rebuilt Broken Machine. 

Yet there was more to the 
Yankees’ triumph this year than 
just spirit. There was expert 
handling of players, fitting new 
parts into an old machine, and 
maneuvering of a pitching staff

The United States Fish - and 
Wildlife Service, through Director 
Ira C. Gabrielson, recently estimat- 
ed the 1943 fall flight of ducks 
would approximate 150,000,000 
birds, largest flight in 33 years, 

From Now to. Dec. 23. 

The waterfowl hunting season, 
fixed by the Federal Government, 
will open Friday and close Dec. 
23, a period of 70 days. There are 
few changes in regulations this 
year, the only one of importance 
being a liberalization of shooting 
hours to allow hunting from one- 
half hour before sunrise to sunset. 
Last season the hours were from 
sunrise to sunset. Another change 
permits possession of legally killed 
waterfowl] for 45 days following the 
close of the season in the state 
where the birds were taken. 

The daily bag limit for ducks is 
10 in the aggregate of all kinds, 
but not more than one wood duck 
or more than three singly or in 
the aggregate of redheads and 
buffleheads. Possession limit, aft- 
er opening day, is two days’ bag, 
except possession of only one wood 
duck is allowed at any time. 


More Ducks Than Shells, 

There may be a plentitude of 
birds but the shortage of shotgun 
shells ig real, 

You can’t buy the ammunition 
at most sporting goods stores in 
St. Louis, although you're entitled 
to 25 shells for the season, which 
isn’t enough for most of the poor 
shots that usually go after the 
birds. 

One clerk in a downtown store 
remarked that there are only 
about 83,600,000 shells available 
for civilian use in the United 
States and there are some esti- 
mated 8,000,000 shooters, making 
only 10 shells for sale, on the av- 
erage, to each hunter. 

Another clerk in another store 
pointed out that a local hardware 
wholesale house maintained that 
there was only enough ammuni- 
tion'on hand to supply one state, 
and there were 36 states seeking 
supplies, making the supply one- 
thirty-sixth of the demand, ac- 
cording to states. 

Hunters must sign an affidavit 
this year, in order to secure 25 
shotgun shells, and _é sporting 
goods dealers were asked if a 
man could sign one such mimeo- 
graphed statement and .then sign 
another a day, a week, or a month 
later. 

Trying to Find a Loophole,

Hips May Curve

OUTHFUL hips are not nec- 

essarily flat and boyish. More 

attractive are feminine, curv- 
ing lines that are free of heaviness 
“and fat pads. Gaining too much 
weight or getting insufficient ex- 
ercise may. cause the hip muscles 
to lose their firmness and become 
soft. Learn to stand correctly, 
banish excess fat by dieting, and 
do exercises that will put the hip 
muscles to work, 

The tendency to stand with the 
back curved so that the hips pro- 
trude posteriorly should be cor- 
rected. Flatten the back, tighten 
the seat muscles and swing the 
hips well forward. 

Walking is an excellent exercise 
for the hips; it brings into action 
the muscles of the legs, thighs and 
abdomen as well—and even the 


In addition to your 
daily mile or two in the open, do 
these exercises: .

Stand with hands on hips. Now 


lift first one leg and then the 


other quickly upward, lifting the 
knee as high as you can. You'll 
be doing a high step. 

Hold both arms out before you 
at shoulder level.

Then 
kick with the left foot toward the 
right hand. Repeat ten times. 

Here’s another simple exercise 
that is a hip-slimmer: Stand on 
one foot, hand touching the wall 
for balance, and swing the free 
leg back and forth as far and 
as hard as you can.

HERE is probably no class of 

diseases, not even excepting 

colds in the head and indiges- 
tion, which are quite so universally 
sand commonly treated at home, or 
by neighbors, as skin eruptions. 
They seem fated to be left in the 
hands of amateurs. 

While it is supposed to be my 
duty to deplore self-medication and 
self-treatment, and I am constant- 
ly being reminded by my righteous 
colleagues that my function is to 
attempt to explain to the public 
the nature of diseases so that they 
will understand why they should 
go to the doctor, I am not sure 
but that in the case of skin dis- 
ease the treatment is not better 
left in the neighbors’ hands, at 
least until he can see that things 
are getting worse. 

This opinion was strengthened 
lately when in my JJittle summer 
community we had quite an epi- 
demic of skin eruptions which were 
evidently due to contact with 
plants.

THE FRIEND immediately hied 
to the nearest metropolis and em- 
ployed one of the most expensive 
skin specialists in the world, She 
is still in bed, still erupting, and 
when last heard from was taking 
strong sedatives in order to sleep. 
My wife asked me what to put on 
her skin and I said, “Oh! some 
calamine lotion, I guess.” I also 
later suggested some campho- 
phenique, which at least would 
stop the itching. 

Then she found some absorbine 
in the medicine chest and tried 
that on her own responsibility. 
Then one of the neighbors lent her 
a jar of salve that a doctor had 
prescribed for her Aunt Jane two 
years ago and that was also ap- 
plied. At any rate, the result is 
that she is entirely cured and 
again her charming and good- 
natured self, while, as I say, the 
patient of the expensive skin spe- 
cialist still languishes in a dark- 
ened chamber hitting a bottle of 
pheno-barbital every once in a 
while. 

So I am going to assume that 
self-treatment of skin diseases is 
likely to continue and will attempt 
to direct the amateur in some of 
the tricks of the trade. One reason, 
I think, maybe it’s all right for a 
fellow to treat his own skin is that 
he can see it and if it is not get- 
ting any better he can seek some 
more learned advice.

ONE OF THE latest discoveries 
about the skin is that normally the 
reaction of the healthy skin is 
slightly acid, but that as soon as 
there is a break and serum oozes 
out, or inflammation occurs, the 
reaction changes to alkaline. This 
rather tends to discredit the prac- 
tice which most amateurs or 
household dermatologists have of 
putting baking soda on any skin 
eruption first. The baking soda 
is alkaline and adds to the alka- 
line reaction of the skin. It ex- 
plains also why solution of borio 
acid or aluminum acetate is bene- 
ficial, as these neutralize the 
weeping surface.

NEW YORK CITY, Tuesday. 

READ with interest this morn- 
| ing Mr. Sloane’s statement that 

one of our chief objectives at 
the present time should be the 
planning of postwar jobs, and this 
should not only be the obligation 
of industry, but also of Govern- 
ment. 

The inference is, that it is more 
important than the running of the 
war and the hastening of the war’s 
end. I disagree with this, but en- 
tirely agree that industry and the 
proper Government agencies 
should be at work now, 

My impressions from reading a 
number of remarks that have been 
made on the need for Government 
economy, even on the part of our 


\war agencies in preference to fur- 


ther taxation, is that in some quar- 
ters we begin to think the war is 
won. This is not true. It seems to 
me that suddenly a number of 
people have lost the realization 
that, unless we win this war and 
win it as soon as possible, we 
have wasted not only immense 
sums of money, but what is im- 
possible to gauge in terms of 
money, human lives. 

I do not like taxation any more 
than other people. I certainly do 
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not like waste, either in human 
material or in any’ of material 
we produce, Nevertheless, I would 
rather feel that men were giving 
their time in essential war agen- 
cies to getting things done quick- 
ly, even\if it cost more money and 
required more personnel for the 
time being. 


I would know that such a policy 
would, in the future, save me days 
and months of carrying the full 
cost of the war. This can be meas- 
ured daily in material expendi- 
tures, but can never be measured 
in loss of human beings. 


We, as individuals, might well 
be urged in our civilian lives to 
undertake many economies and 
sacrifices. But anything which 
concerns the winning of the war 
should be measured not by the 
standards of economy of personnel 
or of money, but by the standards 
of actual accomplishment. At 
present that seems satistactory. 


Of course, I think that it is vital 
for certain sections of our gov- 
ernment to collaborate more close- 
ly with our leaders in industry and 
in labor who are planning post- 
war expansion. This should be 


pushed and those who are properly 
concerned with the future should 
be giving it their best efforts, 
but in no way should it interfere 
with the efforts now made to win 
the war. 

First things come first, and we 
know that, until the war is won, 
no plans can be put into opera- 
tion dealing with peace economy. 
We also know that every single 
life is a valuable asset to the 
future if we are planning on ex- 
panding our peace econemy. 

This is just the way one woman 
looks at a problem wihch may 
be considered out of a woman’s 
sphere, but I am quite sure that 
women are going to concern them- 
selves about these economic and 
political problems in the future 
and make clear where they stand.

the bad slam contract. It was just 
a matter of luck that West selected 
a spade lead instead of a club. 

The spade ten was taken by the 
queen. After two rounds of hearts, 
declarer laid down the king and 
queen of diamonds and saw the bad 
diamond break. Things must have 
looked black, but he still put up a 
terrific battle. He led a trump to 
dummy’s king, East discarding a 
spade. A low ‘diamond was then 
ruffed, and the jack of hearts was 
led. East let go his last spade. The 
ten of hearts followed, dummy dis 
carding a club, and East now made 
the first of two brilliant discards, 
He could see quite clearly what was 
coming, and made up his mind that 
the contract might be made in spite 
of him but certainly not with his 
aid. He let go the club king! De- 
clarer next led the king of spades 
to dummy’s ace and on this trick 
East nonchalantly threw the club 
ace! 

Declarer saw there was just one 
chance left—that East still held the 
club queen. He therefore led dum- 
my’s singleton, praying that East 
would be locked on lead and have 
to return a diamond up to dummy’s 
tenace. But East’s bold unblock 
had been effective: he now could 
avoid winning a trick that would 
have been an intolerable burden. 
West took the queen and ten of 
clubs and cashed a spade for the 
second setting trick. 

East's discards of the ace and 
king of clubs may appear sensa- 
tional, but they were based on the 
simplest logic. If declarer had the 
club queen in his own hand, there 
was nothing to be done about it, 
because East had to guard the dia- 
mond suit and therefore could keep 
only one club. If that one meant 
winning the trick, it also would 
mean being “end-played.”
